It is only by 
ia certain order of functions that they 
| are distinguished from their compan- 
ions. The whole order is divided into | 
“assistances,” distributed according to 

the languages of Europe, viz.: Italy, 

Spain, Franco, Germany, und England. | 
Each assistance has several ' missions “j 
and ~ provinces." Two delegates from 
each province eleet a general for life, 
and five assistants and a monitor. These 
form the council, and the monitor must 
observe the conduct and acts of the Gen- 
eral and make his observations accord- 
ingly. The General appoints the pro- 
Vincials, rectors, und the other officers į 
of each house or mission. A general 
assembly is valied every three years, if 
judged nevessary, for general measures. 
All the superior offivers, except the 
General, are appointed for u term of 
three years. Fach establishment is in- 
spected every year; the superior must 
make a full confession of his state of œm- 
science, his temptations, and the difficultic« 
of his special charge. This is one of the 
fundamental rules (substantialia), and 
contributes mor than any other to give the 
crtraordinary power to the society, and rew- 
ders obedience: abelute and easy. The ob- 
ject of the inspection also is to correct 
any abuse in the rule of * poverty.” 

The fourth vow is made to the Pope, 
who sends the Jesuit to uny part of the 
world he deems proper. The costuine 
of the Jesuits is that of the ordinary 
Spanish clergy. the black soutane and 
the mantle. 

The Spiritual exercises of Ignatius 
have given u certain character, not only 
to the founder himself, and his immedi- 
ate followers, but to ull the society. | 
They vonsist of a series of graduated | 
meditations on the creation, the destiny 
of mun, the degradation and misery 
caused by sin, und the redemption, and 
the facility by which children of Christ 
can arrive ut u point of real heroism 
by imitating the Savior in poverty, 
work, humiliation, sufferings and death. 
Mixed with these meditations are rules 
for examining the conscience, the prac- 
tice of austerities und penitences, for 
resisting tomptations, for just distribu- 
tion of alms, for moderating appetite for 
fvod und drink, und to the submission of 
judgment of self to that of the Church. 
The accomplishment of these medita- 
tions requires about u month, und the 
retreat is divided into four periods, 
called weeks." 

The society spreud with u rapidity un- 
exampledoin history. Francois Xavier 
commenced an active mission in 1541 in 
the Fast Indies; founded the mission of 
Java in Im, where, during a perseeu- 
tion in 1636, the last members were put 
to death. :

At their re-establishment in 1815, they 
commenced their famous mission in 
France under the Restoration, and soon 
after went buck to Lombardy, Venice, 
and Parma. In 1848 the revol ition put 
them out of nearly all Italy, but ut the 
counter-revolution the next year they 
were nearly all back ngain, tobe expellec 
again in 1450 and 1860. 

The vstablishment of the kingdom of 
Italy was the signal for their final and 
complete suppression throughout the 
country. Dom Miguel admits them to 
Portugal in 1829, but Dom Pedro exiles 
them in INH, since when they have not 
reappeared. Ferdinand VII., in Spain, 
receives them. They are again banished, 
again come buck, und finally, after the 
revolution of 1868, nre chased out und 
only tolerate! in the colonies. Tolerated 
also in France under Louis XVIII., and 
Charles X., the revolution of 1830 again 
aWeeps them out of all French territory 
forever. But they got back ugain for all 
that, and in 143 we find the Chamber of 
Deputies requiring the Government to 
close up their establishments, and yet 
they continue their work, and in 1873 
they number 2,482, besides the members 
in New York and Canada.

Alter the camera and light stand 
were placed as directed, and the me- 
dium had retired in a trance state to the 
cabinet, spirit Dr. Reed, tho materializ- 
ing chemist, came to the cabinet door in 
full materialized form, and sald Ima woll- 
modulated voice: 

* Friends», you are about to make an ex- 
periment whieh, if successful, will be 
the fret of the kind ever accomplished 
on your earth. It iseminently sclentifie, 
and will be worth million» of dollarn to 
the cause uf Spiritualism.” 

Dr. Reed then returned to the cabinet 
to prepare for the ordeal. While the 
Doctor was preparing himself for the 
teat, spirit Sam. Mr. Aber’s control, 
made final directions where we should 
stand, how to flash the iigbt aod manage 
the camera, sying: *' This is better ar- 
ranged than it was befure. All hold 
your breath now, for something is going 
to be done.”
